In the introductory Editorial to the first issue of the journal, the editors, 
Gordon M. Pitts and John F. Stasny, announced that “Victorian Poetry is 
designed . . . to serve two functions. First, it will provide an outlet for the 
increased scholarly attention being directed toward English literature of the 
period from about 1830 to about 1914. . . . In its second function [it] is 
dedicated to becoming for the classroom teacher of Victorian literature a 
source and reservoir of analyses, reappraisais, and useful explicative 
insights.”” The twenty-year index is a record of our attempts to perform 
these two functions. How well we have succeeded in fulfilling our first 
function is attested to by our sheer survival. It is, however, in its second 
function that the journal finds its true measure of success; this index 
represents a continuing effort to serve that function. 

Except for the general section (items 1-7), for items 631-633 listed as 
special features, and for reviews (items 634-745), the index is devoted to an 
alphabetical listing of articles on specific poets and, in the cases of major 
poets, on specific poems. Cross references have been provided to articles 
whose titles do not clearly indicate discussions of poems contained therein. 

I wish to thank Dr. Beverly DeBord for volunteering to prepare this 
index and for her diligence and thoroughness in bringing it to completion. 
For Dr. DeBord, not herself a Victorian scholar, the project of preparing the 
index was an expression of a completely altruistic desire to serve in some way 
the cause of scholarship in the Humanities. We hope that the index, in its 
usefulness in directing teachers and scholars to twenty years of discussions 
of poems and poets of the Victorian period, will indeed serve in the multiple 
ways Dr. DeBord envisioned.
